En- 
gsineers for the elty and the car 
company have surveyed thé streets 
and found that “in our biéiness 
district we have less roadway, or 
room between curbs, than any other 
large city in the United States.” 
But 22% per cent of the entire 
downtown area. is taken up by 
roadways as compared with .34% 
per cent in Portiand, Or., and 37% 
per cent In Seattle. 

A glorified jitney bus, weighing 
seven tonsa, slow moving and un- 
wiedly, would lterally choke up 
the streets nad hold up traffic .ac- 
cording to reports from other ci 
which have tried them and then 
kicked them out. 

These busses would carry at 
most approximately 4 per cent of 
the total number of persons re- 
quiring transportation. They 
would take up as much reem as 
two automobilés of the large? type 
traveling abfeast. In forty-four 
cases out of a hundred they ‘would 
parallel street-car lines. 

THE EFFECTS 

The effect on traffic, according te 
expert opinion, would be this: 

Congestion in our downtown 
streets would be far worse. 

Operation of street cars would 
bé hampered and demoralized. 

Street-car fares would eventual- 
ly be increased for the 96 per cent 
of the people who ride in them. 

And all this would. be caused by 
busses which would carry but 4 
per cent of the public. The dif- 
ference between profit and loss in 
the operation of the car pers ay 
officials assert, is just about the 
per cent which the busses wou 
haul. This 4 per cent is known to 
traction officials the coun over 
as the “cream of the traffic.” They 
would be the short-haul passen- 
gers on which the company de- 
pends to make up the losses it in- 
curs by hauling the people from 
outlying sections. The company 
has not increased its fares. They 
are at the prewar level of & cents. 
But bg skimming the “eream,” 
traction officials say, the busses 
would make an ! for 96 per 
cent of the public inevitable.
